of that nature being always regarded as conjfidential 
communications.’ 

“ This refusal of the report containing the evidence 
taken at the investigation, on the ground of its being 
“a confidential communication,’ might have been sus- 
tained by your committee, had that eviuence been 
taken & by or before the Head and District Inspec- 
tors, and communicated by them in confidence to the 
Commissioners alone ; but when your committee find 
that the commissioners notified the investigation to 
the Rev. Richard Marner—that that evidence was 
taken in his presence—that he examined the witnesses, 
and that another Roman Catholic priest was also per- 
mitted to be present with him during the investigation 
as his friend and coadjutor, the committee treat the 
plea of confidence as out of time anéplace, and regard 
the refusal as a denial by the Commissioners of that 
confidence to the Presbyterian Church which they had 
previously granted to the Romish priesthood. 

“ This refusal of the evidence, your committee regret 
to state, seems only in keeping with the other ante- 
cedents in this investigation. Your committee find 

whilst intimation of the investigation was given 
to Mr. Marner, as the representative of the Church 
of Rome, no intimation was given to the Rey. Mr. 
Wilson, the chaplain of the Presbyterian Church, though 
the Presbyterian pupils were specially ce , and 
specially on their trial ; that, whilst two [priests were 
present, these lads were tried without a friend to advise 
them ; that these Protestant pupil teachers, though on 
their <rial’ were not permitted to be present to confront 
wr cross-examine a single witness, the witnesses having 
been called in one by one; that they were brought in 
to criminate themselves and their fellow-pupils ; and 
that, when thus brought in, these Protestant lads were 
not only examined by the officials of the board, but by 
Mr. Marner, their accuser. Who the witnesses were 
or what the evidence was these Protestant pupils cannot 
tell to this hour, and yet it is upon an investigation 
compromising thus every principle of British justice 
that they have been convicted and condemned under 
the sanction of the Commissioners. 


“ With regard to the decision to which the Commis- 
sioners came on the Rev. Mr. Marner’s charges, the 
secretaries write :—‘ We are to acquaint you that, by 
order, dated the 11th May last, three of the young men

“Your committee find that the transaction com- 
plained of by Mr. Marner was acted at the one end of 
the study—which is a room some sixty feet by thirty 
that some three or four of the Protestant pupils who 
were sitting at the other end of the room on a De- 
eember day, and who, on the showing of the Com- 

i , “took no part in the transaction further 
than being present at it, have been severely repri- 
manded.’

“The pupil teacher to whom the Commissiogers 
allede as having been fined was one of the perspns 
brought in to give evidence against hims elf, so that \he 
was thus made a party to his own conviction and om 
ishment ; and the committee believe that one of the 
three expelled in May was not only deprived of his 
gratuity for the quarter ending the 3ist December) 
1869, in which the transaction took place, but was de-\ 
prived of his gratuity for the five months of 1860 during 

‘which the Commissioners delayed to issue their finding 
on the investigation held in Janaury, Thus the 
Commissioners punish him not only for the offenve 
committed by him, but for the delay caused by them- 
selves. 

“ These issues have been reported to your committee, 
and have created unmixed surprise, and yet they believe 
them ali capable of proof. Whilst the committee believe 
the Commissioners cannot have been made aware of the 
aggravated injustice thus enacted under their sanction, 
they feel fully assured that neither this Presbytery nor 
the Protestant public can or will permit the matter to 
rest in ite present state. 

“The second point to which the attention of your 
committee bas been is—the deficiency in the

“In this matter, the committee feel the Presbyterian

Rev. Mr. Johnston went on to say that, as these 
facts were one by one opening up before their minds, 
he was surprised that such a series of acts of injustice 
should have been inflicted on the pupil teachers in 
connexion with the Model School. W the Com- 
missioners refused to give the evidence, he a pplied to 
Mr. Patverson for permission to read over his evi- 
dence, and ie Patterson wrote to Dublin for leave, 
but even t was refused, though, by some or 
other, the contents of the report were disc by 
several Roman Catholics in the town. He would say, 
in the presence of that Presbytery and of the is 
that such an investigation never was heard of before, 
It violated every principle of British law, and was 
nothing but the iniquity of the Inquisition t to 
bear on the Protestant teachers. He maintai that 
the Presbytery should take action in the case—that the 
investigation should be completely and the 
punishment inflicted on the pupil teachers rescinded. 
Protestants of every denomination should. be active in 
looking after their interests, for theré was a principle 
of favouritism forced upon the teachers, up to the pre- 
sent time, which was perfectly intolerable. Only 
within the last few weeks there happened to be three 
vacancies in the boys’ schools. The second master, a 
Roman Catholic, was dismissed ; the third master, an 
Episcopalian, died ; and the fourth master, a Presby- 
terian, resigned. The Board took the fourth of the 
assistant masters, who happened to be a Roman Catho- 
lic, and put him into the second mastership, and brought 
in a new Roman Catholic master and an Episco ian, 
the former of whom was put third, where an Episco- 
palian had been before, and the latter was put at the 
bottom of the list, If that \was' not the most gross 
favouritism, he did not know what it was. Mr. 
Johnston then alluded to the underhand efforts 
which were being made to have the Head and Dis- 
trict Inspectors changed, and said that a short time 
would show whether the rumours that these efforts 
had been to some extent successful were cor- 
rect. He maintained that the Roman Catholics had 
no right to ask for either a District or a Head Inspector 
here. In Dr. Patten’s district there were only sixty- 
eight Roman Catholic schools to 413 Protestant, yet 
the Roman Catholics had the audacity to demand that 
the Head Inspector should be a Roman Catholic, and 
when they did not succeed in that, they demanded, 
and it was reported that they had succeeded in 
getting it arranged, that Mr, Patterson, the Presby- 
terian District Inspector, should be replaced by a 
Roman Catholic, though the number of Roman Catho- 
lic schools in the district was thirty-two, and of Pro- 
testant 118. He concluded by moving the following 
resolutions :— 


i—* That the report now read be received and entered 
on the minutes.” 

2— That the Presbytery hereby expresses its sur- 
prise apd regret that in the matter of the Protestant 
pupil teachers resident on the Model Farm, a course of 
action so unjust and unconstitutional should have been 
carried out under the sanction of the Commissioners of 
Education.” 

3—" That the committee be re-appointed to have 
that report brought under the early notice of the Com- 
missioners, and to use every effort to have the punish - 
ment inflicted on the pupil teachers rescinded, and to 
have the other matters introduced in the report pro- 
perly attended tu by the board.” 

Rev. Dr. Edgar, in seconding the resolutions, said 
that had been now the fourth case, in this immediate 
neighbourhood, in which there had been unwarrant- 
able priestly interference. They all knew the case of 
the priest and the Newtownards Guardians ; they all 
knew the case of priestly interference in the Lancas- 
terian School-room, and a third case of it in the Bel- 
fast Workhouse ; and now t hed a fourth case in 
connexion with the Model School. It was, therefore, 
full time for them to bestir themselves. (Hear, hear.) 
It was a clear case that whoever slept on matters ré- 
lating to their interests, the priests of Romanism 
never did. There was a ceaseless and never-ceasing 
vigilance going on amongst the priests, and they, as 
a Presbytery and as a Church, were decidedly bound 
to be on their guard, Let no man, however, mistake 
them. ‘They would stand upon the principles settled 
at the time they gave in their adhesion to the Board 
of Education. And it could not but be seen that since 
that date the schools of the board had become more 
prized by the people of this country. At the time the 
Presbyterian Church joined the board there was an 
attendance of 232,000 on the rolls of the achools, 
and last year there was an attendarice of 806,500, 
which number included so many Roman Catholics 
as set forth in the returns. They rejoiced at the 
prosperity of the schools of the National Board ; but, 
if the priests were permitted to interfere in such 
a manner, it would put an end to united education. 
Chey were execedingly anxious for the prosperity of 
the model schools, because they believed that in those 
mode! schools the system of united education was car- 
ried out more thoroughly than even in the other schools, 
and with greater success, and more particularly in the 
Belfast Model School, if properly conducted without 
priestly interference. Religious instruction was well 
attended to, and under the careful teaching of their 
brother, the Rev. J. Browne Wilson, whose laborious 
and continuous efforts deserved their best thanks, the 
Presbyterian children were receiving such a religious 
education as they never received before in either 
public or private schools. As one, he rejoiced that 
their children received such a religious training ; 
it was what they did not receive in time t in 
either private or public schools. It was therefore im- 
portant that they should see that these schools were 
not rulned by the meddling spirit of the priest- 
hood of Rome. (Hear, hear.) It was not leng since 
he received such information of underhaad work that 
was going on, and underhand influence that was being 
used, that he thought it his duty to write to an influ- 
ential member of Parliament directing that gentleman’s 
attention to certain matters when the National Educa- 
tion question would be brought on, and es lally to 
an attempt which he (Dr. Edgar) believed would be 
inade to put a stop to the establishment of model schools 
and that attempt was made, and that because the mo- 
del schools are believed by the priesthood to be the 
best means of carrying out united educatio n, and 
they wished them stopped as a first step in their de- 
signs. And they succeeded almost in getting the 
promised model school in Cork prevented trom being 
carried out. In the statements made by Mr. Card- 
well there was enough to cause serious alarm in the 
mind of every Protestant regarding the National 
System, There were several intimations made 
with regard to changes, such asin the number 
and religion of the Commissioners, They were 
bound, therefore, as a Church, to be upon their 
guard, and to withstand these encroachments of 
the Papacy.
